Obama says BP will 
pay for Gulf oil spill 


address The United States 
will stop at nothing to re¬ 
pel the coffee-coloured 
crude that’s “assaulting our 
shores and our citizens,” 
U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma declared yesterday as 
he described the ever-wors¬ 
ening ecological catastro¬ 
phe in the Gulf of Mexico 
as an epidemic “we will be 
fighting for months and 
even years.” 

Obama’s 18-minute 

speech was replete with 
wartime language as he de¬ 
scribed the government’s 
“battle” against the “siege” 
in the Gulf of Mexico — a 
blown-out oil well several 
kilometres below the sea 
that’s been gushing tor¬ 
rents of crude for almost 
two months and has defied 
all efforts to plug it. 

“Stopping it has tested 
the limits of human tech¬ 
nology,” Obama — criti¬ 
cized for his sluggish re¬ 
sponse to the worst envi¬ 
ronmental disaster in 
American histoiy — said 


during the first Oval Office 
address of his presidency. 

“But make no mistake: 
we will fight this spill with 
eveiything we’ve got for as 
long as it takes.” 

He even sounded one 
note of optimism: oil giant 
BP should be able to cap¬ 
ture 90 per cent of the 
crude by mid-July. 

Beyond that, however, 
the president had harsh 
words for BP on the eve of 
his sit-down at the White 
House with company exec¬ 
utives, accusing the compa¬ 
ny of “recklessness” and 
reiterating to Americans 
that the company would be 
required to pick up the full 
tab for the devastation. 

“BP will pay for the im¬ 
pact this spill has had on 
the region,” said Obama. 

The president’s address 
was aimed at proving to 
skeptical Americans that 
he’s on top of the calamity 
that’s befallen the gulf re¬ 
gion.

Patient grateful to U of A physical therapist donates money to rehab faculty

If it weren’t for Dr. David 
Magee, there’s no way 
Kevin Lowe would have 
played 1,468 games in the 
NHL, according to the Oil¬ 
ers’ president of hockey 
operations. 

Magee is an internation¬ 
ally recognized physical 
therapist and associate 
dean and professor at the 
University of Alberta’s fac¬ 
ulty of rehabilitation medi¬ 
cine. Yesterday, a longtime 
patient of his, Cathy 
Roozen (along with her 
husband, Harold), donated 
$1.5 million to fund the 
faculty’s first-ever research 
chair in the good doctor’s 
honour. 

“I first met Dr. Magee 
about 10 years ago when I 
was suffering from a herni¬ 
ated disc. I had exhausted 
a long list of physicians, 
back clinics and physio¬ 
therapists when ex-Oiler 


Norm Lacombe suggested I 
call David Magee at the 
University of Alberta,” said 
Roozen. “Over the past 10 
years, Dr. Magee has kept 
me going and my story is 


but one of thousands.” 

Lowe has known Magee 
for over 30 years and has 
been a patient of his for 
most of those. He said 
Magee is basically the

“This is the most well-de¬ 
served recognition that 
anyone could receive,” 
Lowe said. “Personal expe-

Magee, who has been 
practising physical medi¬ 
cine for the past 40 years, 
said this donation will en¬ 
able the faculty to attract a 
leading researcher-clini¬ 
cian to build on the muscu¬ 
loskeletal research and 
clinical expertise already 
established within the de¬ 
partment. 

“They’re phenomenal 
people, the both of them,” 
Magee said about the 
Roozens. “It’s just mind- 
boggling to me that some¬ 
body could donate that 
amount of money, and 
then to put it in my name 
is even a greater honour.”

Kid Koala talks ahead of Edmonton International Jazz Festival appearance

You know a show is 
serious when one of the 
world’s best-known DJs is 
outfitting the stage with 
shock-proof turntables. 

A couple of years back Er¬ 
ic San (aka Kid Koala) and 
Dylan J. Frombach (a.k.a. 
Dynomite D) were ap¬ 
proached to soundtrack a 
new documentary feature 
film that was in production. 
Koala was already well- 
known for his turntable 
manipulation, whilst Dylan 
had remixed Money Mark 
and collaborated with the 
Beastie Boys, amongst oth¬ 
ers. The duo worked for a 
long time on the psych 
roclc-influenced score, only 
for the filming to collapse 
and any release to be 
canned. But the resulting 
sounds are all over the map 
musically, at turns bluesy 
and hard rocking at others, 
thanks in large part to col¬ 


laborators Chris Ross and 
Myles Heslcett from Aus¬ 
tralian rock group Wolf- 
mother. 

“We took the necessary 
precautions,” San laughed 
over the phone with Metro 
before he and other mem¬ 
bers of the Slew were due to 
play a festival in Spain, talk¬ 
ing about skip-proof turnta¬ 
bles and other gear. “It’s 
like a sludge (sound). 

“It’s super off-the-grid.” 

With the group playing 
Starlite Room on June 30 as 
one of the most-hyped acts 
at the Edmonton Interna¬ 
tional Jazz Festival, this par¬ 
ticular ensemble may seen 
like an odd fit among the 
sax players and jazz divas. 

But being unique is what 
the Slew is all about.

Barista knows good cup of java 


It's all in the beans, says world championship finisher

Four-time Canadian 
Barista Champion Sammy 
Piccolo was whipping it up 
yesterday at the newly 
opened Elm Cafe on 117 
Street. In the tiny 
225-square-foot venue of 
the coffee shop, the super 
barista showed owner 
Nate Box everything he’ll 
need to know in his quest 
to make the city’s best 
coffee. 

Selecting only the best 
coffee beans is the secret 
for great coffee, Piccolo 
said. 

“Get a relationship with 
a good roaster who takes a 
lot of pride in what he 
does,” he said. 

“Go out and taste cof¬ 
fees, be consistent in your 
stores and grind fresh per 
order. You have to be on 
top of it, just as if you 
were a chef.” 

Piccolo discovered his 
love for coffee 11 years 
ago when he opened his 
first own cafe. Since then, 
he’s making a living off it. 


On his website, he sells 
coffee by the pound and 
coffee making equipment. 
Roasters from around the 
world send him coffees to 
try. 

Piccolo, a Vancouver res¬ 
ident, made three second 
place finishes and one 
third at the World Barista 
Championships involving 
50 countries from all over 
the world. 

There is more to win¬ 
ning than just pressing 
the button on the coffee 
machine. 

“You have to be clean 
and efficient. You can’t 
waste coffee. Your shots 
have to be consistent and 
then when it comes to 
tasting there are tons of 
criteria. It’s out of over 
1,000 points,” Piccolo said. 

His personal favourites 
are espresso and French 
press. Employing wine 
taster-lilce techniques on 
coffee, he only actually 
swallows two cups a day. 

“I’ve learned my lesson 
sitting there at night try¬ 
ing to sleep. Sometimes I 
drink too much and I have 
to spit it out.”

Raise minimum 
wage: Advocates

committee With poverty in 
Alberta on the rise and 
many Albertans struggling 
on low-incomes, advocates 
called on the government 
to increase the minimum 
wage in the province. 

New statistics that were 
presented to the Alberta 
government committee re¬ 
viewing the minimum 
wage policy show that 13.7 
per cent of all employed 
Albertans earn less than 
$12 per hour, while 6.9 per 
cent make less than $10 
per hour. This means that 
close to 240,000 Albertan 
employees are working for 
less than $12 per hour. 

According to Bill Moore- 
Killgannon, executive di¬ 
rector of Public Interest 
Alberta, a big concern is 
not only the number of 
people earning low-in¬ 
comes, but also the demo¬ 
graphics. Fifty-seven per 
cent of people earning 
less than $10 per hour are 
over 20 years old. 


• Previously the minimum 
wage in Alberta had been 
raised on April 1 of each 
year. For 2010 the province 
has decided to freeze the 
rate at $8.80 per hour. The 
last increase was seen in 
2009, when it was raised by 
40 per cent. 

“These are not just peo¬ 
ple like my teenage boys 
trying to earn a few extra 
dollars,” Moore-Killgan- 
non said. “These are 
young families who are 
trying to pay the rent and 
feed their kids.” 

According to the statis¬ 
tics, a 62 per cent majority 
of the low-income earners 
are women, many of them 
single moms. 

“If someone is working 
full-time, they shouldn’t 
be living in poverty,” he 
said. “We were shocked 
when the government 
just announced all of a 
sudden that they weren’t 
going to increase the min¬ 
imum wage.”

Military warns of more insurgent attacks 


Struggling to make major 
progress before pulling 
out in a year, Canadian 
troops are coming under 
increasing attack from in¬ 
surgents bolstered by 
fresh fighters. 

“It’s going to be a tough 
summer,” Lieutenant-Gen¬ 
eral Marc Lessard, com¬ 
mander of Canadian forces 
abroad, said yesterday. “In¬ 
surgent activity is high. 
What will it be a month or 
two from now? I don’t 
know. ... But we’re main¬ 
taining our presence, not 
only to counter the insur¬ 
gents, but to keep the link 
with the population.” 

Hours after the general 
spoke, the insurgents 
struck again, killing the 
chief of a district where 
Canadian commanders 


have recently seen glim¬ 
mers of hope that elders 
are starting to stand up 
and make decisions. Abdul 
Jabbar was executed by a 
remote-controlled car 
bomb just outside his com¬ 
pound in Kandahar. 

It was another blow to ef¬ 
forts to build up local gov¬ 
ernment, just a day after 
Canadian commander 
Brigadier-General Jon Vance 
visited Arghandab to watch 
local elders take cautious 
steps toward co-operation 
on a traditional council. 

It isn’t clear, Lessard said, 
whether insurgents’ ranks 
are swelling with new re¬ 
cruits or their commanders 
are shifting veteran fight¬ 
ers from other areas into 
Kandahar province, the Tal¬ 
iban’s birthplace. Western 


forces want to make it the 
Taliban’s graveyard. 

“I think it has less to do 
with increased insurgents 
in Afghanistan, but more 
about insurgent flexibility 
to move from one region, 
or one province, to anoth¬ 
er,” Lessard said. 

Brigadier-General Jon 
Vance, who commands 
over 5,000 Canadian and 
U.S. troops in and around 
Kandahar city, calls the in¬ 
filtrators “out-of-area insur¬ 
gents.” They come from 
“elsewhere in the country 
and elsewhere in the re¬ 
gion,” he added in a veiled 
reference to neighboring 
Pakistan, which has insist¬ 
ed since the war began in 
2001 that is not harboring 
Taliban or other insur¬ 
gents.

Husband-wife authors start project to ease 
money problems of Filipino newcomers 


"Join a community support group that 
shares your concerns, get involved, and 
learn to manage your finances well." This 
is the advice of Dr. Aprodicio Laquian and 
his wife Eleanor to all new immigrants in 
Canada. 

Their advice is rooted in the couple's 
extensive academic research from writing 
20 books between them including: 
Seeking a Better Life Abroad: A Study of 
Filipinos in Canada, 1957-2007 (2008) and 
An Immigrant's Journey (2010). 

Now retired from the University of 
British Columbia and the United Nations, 
the couple feels blessed that their own 
migration to Canada in 1969 had been 
smooth. However, while writing about 
Filipinos in Canada, they saw that the 
experience of recent waves of newcomers 
- including thousands of domestic 
workers and caregivers - had not been as 
trouble-free. 

"These newcomers needed assistance in 
both settling down and in managing their 
personal finances," observes the couple. 
"Among their financial issues were low 
wages, lack of credit history, the temptation 
of easy credit and the need to scrimp to 
send funds back home." 

In 2006, Dr. and Mrs. Laquian helped 
the Vancouver Committee for Domestic 
Workers and Caregivers Rights (CDWCR) 
establish CARE-NET (Caregivers Network), 
a series of workshops and training to help 
caregivers do their jobs well and become 
landed immigrants. The workshops, held 
on Sundays, include a home-cooked lunch 
of chicken adobo and rice, as well as a free 
manual for caregivers. 

Today, CDWCR volunteers train 50 to 75 
newly-arrived caregivers each year, and 
resource persons conduct the workshops. 
For example, since personal financial 
management is a major component of 
CARE-NET, a seminar on basic banking 
was given by Lorina Serafico, a Scotiabank 
personal banking officer. 

Outside of office hours at Scotiabank's 
Fraser and 49th Avenue Branch in Vancouver, 
Lorina is a CARE-NET volunteer coordinator. 
As a newcomer from the Philippines herself, 
she understands their challenges. 

"Lack of funds is the main reason that 
newcomers delay applying for permanent 
residency, so I show them how much they 
can save in two years if they start putting 
away a bit every pay day. We teach them 
to save for their future and avoid 'Buy now, 
pay later' offers," Lorina says, adding that 
former workshop attendees now mentor 
other newcomers. 

Lorina is also proud to represent

Bloody Sunday, truth Tuesday 

12-year, $ 290 M report blames 1972 massacre on British troops

California earthquake 
was large aftershock 


Relatives of 13 Irish 
demonstrators shot to 
death by British troops on 
Northern Ireland’s Bloody 
Sunday cried tears of joy 
yesterday as an epic fact¬ 
finding probe ruled that 
their loved ones were 
innocent and the soldiers 
entirely to blame for the 
1972 slaughter. 

The investigation took 12 
years and nearly $290 mil¬ 
lion US, but the victims’ 
families and the British, 
Irish and American govern¬ 
ments welcomed the find¬ 
ings as priceless to heal one 
of the gaping wounds left 
from Northern Ireland’s 
four-decade conflict that left 
3,700 dead. 

Thousands of residents of 
Londonderry — a predomi¬ 
nantly Catholic city long 
synonymous with Britain’s 
major mass killing from the 
Northern Ireland conflict — 
gathered outside the city 


hall to watch the verdict 
come in, followed by a 
lengthy apology from Prime 
Minister David Cameron in 
London that moved many 
locals long distrustful of 
British leaders. 

The probe found that sol¬ 
diers opened fire without 
justification at unarmed, 
fleeing civilians and lied 


about it for decades, refut¬ 
ing an initial British investi¬ 
gation that branded the 
demonstrators as Irish Re¬ 
publican Army bombers 
and gunmen. Cameron, 
who was just five years old 
when the attack occurred, 
said it was “both unjustified 
and unjustifiable.” 

“I couldn’t believe it, I 


1 was so overjoyed,” said Kay 
\ Duddy, clutching the hand- 
| kerchief used to swab blood 
5 from her 17-year-old broth- 
» er’s body that day. Jackie 
| Duddy, the first of the 13 
| killed, was shot in the back. 
5 “Never in my wildest 
s dreams would I ever envis¬ 
age a British prime minister 
would stand up in Parlia¬ 
ment and tell the truth of 
what happened on Bloody 
Sunday,” Duddy said. 

The Bloody Sunday In- 
quiiy, authorized by then- 
British Prime Minister Tony 
Blair in 1998 in the run-up 
to the negotiation of the 
Good Friday peace accord 
that year, was led by Eng¬ 
lish judge Lord Saville. He 
gave the ex-paratroopers, 
now in their 60s and 70s, 
broad protections from 
criminal charges as well as 
anonymity in the witness 
box.

that rattled the Mojave 
Desert northeast of Los An¬ 
geles — has unleashed 
about 10,000 aftershocks 
in a sequence that contin¬ 
ues today. 

Monday’s quake was the 
largest aftershock yet from 
the Easter shaker. Its epi¬ 
centre was 85 miles east of 
San Diego, near the U.S.- 
Mexico border. 

There were no serious 
injuries or damage, but the 
game between the Toronto 
Blue Jays and San Diego 
Padres was briefly inter¬ 
rupted.

Mudslides 

disaster Powerful land¬ 
slides triggered by heavy 
rains killed at least 49 peo¬ 
ple in southeastern 
Bangladesh yesterday, 
striking a coastal area as 
people slept and burying 
many alive inside their 
homes. 

Rescuers pulled bodies 
from under chunks of 
mud covering mostly 
thatched huts before res¬ 
cue work was suspended 
because of darkness, offi¬ 
cials said. 

As the rain continued to 


pound, officials feared the 
toll could rise. At least five 
soldiers were confirmed 
dead and another was 
missing after their camp 
was hit by a mudslide. 

The mudslides struck 
early Tuesday in two areas 
in Cox’s Bazar, 296 kilo¬ 
metres south of the capi¬ 
tal, Dhaka, in a hilly and 
forested region near the 
border with Myanmar. 

Kabir Ahmed, a 45-year- 
old villager, said he felt 
something shake his mud- 
walled and tin-roof house 


before a stream of mud 
and trees came down on 
top of it. 

“It was raining when I 
woke up to say my morn¬ 
ing prayers,” Ahmed said. 
“Then there was the jolt 
followed by rolling mud.” 

Ahmed survived when 
he went out in darkness to 
see what was happening. 
Before he could return, his 
house was covered with 
tons of mud, burying his 
wife and three young chil¬ 
dren alive.

‘Rambo* was 
ready to kill 
bin Laden 


An American man has 
been detained in the 
mountains of Pakistan af¬ 
ter authorities found him 
carrying a sword, pistol 
and night-vision goggles 
on a solo mission to hunt 
down and kill Osama bin 
Laden. 

Friends and family say 
construction worker Gary 
Brooks Faulkner is a de¬ 
vout, good-humoured 
Christian who was “on a 
mission” to kill or capture 
Osama. 

“A lot of kids grow up 
and say, ‘I want to be Ram- 
bo,’ you know? Well, he is,” 
said Faulkner’s brother, 
Scott Faulkner, 43. He said 
his brother made five pre¬ 
vious trips to Pakistan. 

The 50-year-old Faulkner, 
who has a lengthy arrest 
record and served time in 
Colorado prisons, arrived 
June 3 in the town of Bum- 
burate and stayed in a ho¬ 
tel there. He was assigned a 


police guard, as is common 
for foreigners visiting re¬ 
mote parts of Pakistan. 

When he checked out 
without informing police, 
officers began looking for 
him, according to the top 
police officer in the Chitral 
region, Mumtaz Ahmad 
Khan. Faulkner was found 
late Sunday in a forest. 

“We initially laughed 
when he told us that he 
wanted to kill Osama bin 
Laden,” Khan said. But 
when officers seized the 
weapons and night-vision 
equipment, “our suspicion 
grew.” He said the Ameri¬ 
can was trying to cross into 
the nearby Afghan region 
of Nuristan. 

On Tuesday, Gary Faulkn¬ 
er was being questioned by 
intelligence officials in Pe¬ 
shawar, Pakistan’s main 
northwestern city. He has 
not been charged with any 
wrongdoing.

UFC 115 rolled through 
Vancouver, landed several 
blows to our civic psyche, 


then left, vowing to return. 

UFC, for the uninitiated, 
is short for Ultimate Fight¬ 
ing Championship, and 
115 is the 115th event. 
Since UFC 1 in 1993, fight¬ 
ers skilled in a mix of mar¬ 
tial arts, including jiu-jit¬ 
su, Muay Thai and boxing, 
have been beating the crap 
out of each other in front 
of increasingly larger 
crowds all across the 
world. 

What exactly is going on 
here? If you don’t have a 
20 -year-old son who looks 
like a Brazilian gangster, 
you may have heard about 
UFC, but don’t really know 


what it’s about. Let me just 
say, ignorance is no de¬ 
fence. 

When John McCain, the 
man who will go down in 
history as Sarah Palin’s en¬ 
abler, first encountered 
UFC, he called it “human 
cockfighting.” Back then 
the tag line was: “There 
are no rules.” Now there 
are rules. You can no 
longer, for example, break 
your opponent’s fingers, 
gouge his eyes out or “kick 
the head of a grounded op¬ 
ponent.” You can, of 
course, continue to smash 
him in the face with your 
fists even though he’s 


down and incapacitated. 

After UFC 115, the emer¬ 
gency ward at Vancouver 
General looked like a 
MASH unit after a bad day 
on the battlefield. At least 
five of the combatants 
were hospitalized, with 
broken arms, hands, feet, 
and noses. 

Here’s how one sports 
writer, Ian MacIntyre of 
the Vancouver Sun, de¬ 
scribed the beating ab¬ 
sorbed by Rory MacDon¬ 
ald, a 20-year-old who 
looks like a Brazilian gang¬ 
ster but is just a nice kid 
(really!) from Kelowna: 
“Condit’s right arm 


worked like a piston as he 
efficiently cracked Rory’s 
face and head over and 
over and over and over.” 

And then: “At that stage, 
after more than three min¬ 
utes of sustained beating, 
Roxy’s defence consisted 
almost entirely of lolling 
his head from one side to 
another. But the cracks 
continued, one after an¬ 
other.” 

And then: "... referee 
Kevin Dornan decided 
enough was enough and 
stopped the slaughter. The 
crowd booed his judg¬ 
ment.” 

Under any other circum¬ 


stances, this behaviour 
would be called by its real 
name: Aggravated assault. 
When something like this 
happens at the rink, the 
cops investigate. At UFC, 
while the guy’s bleeding 
and unconscious, there’s 
just enough time to go for 
another beer. 

You think boxing was 
bad? This is boxing on 
crack. 

Count me out. Now, 
where can I catch the 
space taxi?

Members of the U.S. Con¬ 
gress chastised the largest 
oil companies yesterday, 
accusing them of being no 
better prepared than BP to 
avert an environmental ca¬ 
tastrophe. 

With top oil company ex¬ 
ecutives waiting to testify at 
a House hearing, Rep. Hen- 
ry Waxman 
asserted that 
the compa¬ 
nies’ spill re¬ 
sponse plans 
amounted to 
“paper exer- 1 
cises” that | 
mirrored Henry 
BP’s failed Waxman 
plan. Their 

strategies to plug a spill 
deep beneath the sea are 
the same failed strategies 
that have stymied BP, the 
California Democrat said. 



One lawmaker after an¬ 
other expressed frustration 
at BP’s inability to stop oil 
gushing from its stricken 
well. 

Meanwhile, BP said yes¬ 
terday it was speeding up 
payments for large com¬ 
mercial claims. The compa¬ 
ny said in a statement that 
it has approved initial pay¬ 
ments toward 90 per cent of 
large commercial claims. 

On Monday, Wax- 
man’s committee 
released docu¬ 
ments that 

showed BP 
made a series of 
money-saving 
shortcuts and 
blunders that dra¬ 
matically increased the dan¬ 
ger of a destructive spill 
from a well that an engi¬ 
neer ominously described 


as a “nightmare” just six 
days before the April 
blowout. 

Investigators found that 
BP was badly behind sched¬ 
ule on the project and los¬ 
ing hundreds of thousands 
of dollars with each passing 
day, and responded by cut¬ 
ting corners in the well de¬ 
sign, cementing and 
drilling efforts and the in¬ 
stallation of key safety de¬ 
vices.

Eye surgery clinic co-founders say they never expected coast-to-coast success

Fixing eyes with lasers may 
seem like a concept right 
out of sci-fi novel but for 
the Canadian founders of 
Lasik MD it’s a lifelong 
dream come true. 

Doctors Mark Cohen and 
Avi Wallerstein met in their 
residency at McGill Univer¬ 
sity and after a stint work¬ 
ing together decided to 
open their own private 
company in 2001. Lasik MD 
started with just two clinics 
in Montreal and Toronto 
and a call centre located in 


the basement of a photo¬ 
copy store, yet today Lasik 
MD is Canada’s largest 
provider of laser vision cor¬ 
rection and has more than 
25 clinics coast to coast in¬ 
cluding their first American 
clinic in Syracuse, New 
York. 

Cohen says the rapid 
growth of Lasik MD has 
been a whirlwind he never 
foresaw. Starting a business 
just wasn’t part of his origi¬ 
nal plan and he had to learn 
business by doing. 

“I never expected to run a 
business or a national com¬ 
pany, that was never part of 
the equation. (Avi and I)

Of the roughly 
half million surgeries Lasilc 
MD has performed since its 
inception, Cohen and 
Wallerstein alone have 
completed more than 
50,000 corrective surgeries 
each making them some of 
the most experienced laser 
eye surgeons in the world. 

Cohen’s enthusiasm for 
his job still shines through 
and the best proof is that he 
still keeps to a full surgery 
schedule at least two days 
every week. While he ad¬ 
mits enjoying the business 
side of his life the medical 
side is still the most impor¬ 
tant to him and Waller¬ 
stein. 

“We have no interest in 
selling the company and 
going public. I eat, drink 
and sleep this stuff. This is 
our profession, we’re in it 
for the long haul,” Cohen 
said. 


Labour shortage? 

The hardest part nowadays 
is finding and training top 
laser eye surgeons to ex¬ 
pand the business. 

“One of the challenges in 
our growth is finding good 
doctors to do this. There are 
only about 30 graduates 
every year in the country 
who do eye surgery and of 
those that choose to do laser 
vision correction there might 
only be three to five a year,” 
Cohen said. 

Cohen and Wallerstein 
spend a lot of time passing 
on their knowledge by train¬ 
ing new doctors in residency. 
Collaboration is a large com¬ 
ponent in the company's 
success, with about half of 
Lasik MD doctors being equi¬ 
ty shareholders in the com¬ 
pany and patient consulta¬ 
tions often being referred to 
many surgeons before pro¬ 
ceeding. It's part of Cohen's 
belief that surgeons work 
best when they work togeth¬ 
er to refine techniques.

Here's how you shouldn't fire an employee

love the tales from the 
workplace trenches. 
Those that I select to re¬ 
port are chosen based 
on a combination of 
their merit, law, skill — and 
sometimes error. This is 
one story of how not to fire 


an employee. 

Maki Nishina was a com¬ 
pany success story. Nishina, 
a Japanese citizen, moved 
to California and, after 
graduating, took a job as an 
assistant with Japanese 
seafood producer Azuma 
Foods. When the company 
opened a seafood process¬ 
ing plant in Richmond, B.C., 
Nishina was asked to move 
there and take a promotion 
as a supervisor in quality 
control. 

Nishina eventually 
clashed with a manager 
over a product which, in 


her view, was not yet ap¬ 
proved by Canadian regula¬ 
tors. Shortly afterwards, 
she was disciplined again 
for sending an email to her 
personal email address so 
she could work from home. 
When the email bounced 
back to the company’s IT 
department, Nishina was 
summoned to a meeting 
and told that the company 
could no longer trust her 
and that she could no 
longer use its computer sys¬ 
tem. Distraught about 
what she perceived to be a 
demotion, Nishina went 


back to her desk and 
cleaned out her personal 
items and deleted personal 
emails from her computer. 

When Azuma learned 
Nishina had taken her per¬ 
sonal belongings and delet¬ 
ed files from its computer, 
it decided to fire her, accus¬ 
ing her of taking confiden¬ 
tial information. 

Since Nishina had only 
taken her personal items 
home, she sued the compa¬ 
ny for wrongful dismissal 
and for punitive damages 
based on the manner in 
which she had been dis¬ 


missed. 

At a recent trial, Azuma 
was chastised for what the 
court viewed was its hard¬ 
ball tactics in firing Nishina. 
The grounds it relied on to 
fire her were viewed as 
“weak” and the company’s 
response to Nishina’s con¬ 
duct was out of proportion 
with her actions, drawing 
“exaggerated conclusions” 
about her conduct. Further, 
the court found that Azuma 
failed to act in good faith at 
the time of Nishina’s termi¬ 
nation, because as a foreign 
worker on a work permit, 


she was particularly vulner¬ 
able to the company’s ac¬ 
tions on termination. 

The decision serves as a 
reminder to employers to 
tread carefully when dis¬ 
missing employees or risk 
facing additional punitive 
damages that the courts 
will award when an other¬ 
wise garden-variety termi¬ 
nation is complicated by 
unfounded allegations of 
employee misbehaviour.

Challenger ripped and retro 

Dodge's muscle-car throwback fully ready to rule the road

Thanks to tremendous loy¬ 
alty, nostalgia and novel¬ 
ty, there’s a unique list of 
criteria for which driving 
folks will spend 40-plus 
large on a Hemi-powered 
copy of Dodge’s latest 
retro rod, the Challenger. 

Sensibility isn’t near the 
top of that list. In fact, for 
card-carrying Mopar nuts, 
chances are that consider¬ 
ing a Mustang or Camaro 
amounts to blasphemy 
punishable by friends and 
family. In the interests of 
peace, I won’t mention that 
new rear-drive coupe from 
Hyundai, either. 

The gist? Dodge fans set 


on a Challenger RT will 
damn well have their rip- 
snorting burnout monster, 
regardless of what some 
writer says about cheap 
dashboard plastic, noisy 
engines or other such fluff. 

Challenger RT starts at 
around $35,000, with a 
five-speed automatic gear¬ 
box and 5.7 litre Hemi V8 
that puts over 370 horse¬ 
power at the driver’s dis¬ 
posal. With the optional 
six-speed manual transmis¬ 
sion installed at a cost of 
$2,000, drivers can blast 
very quickly through first, 
second and third gear be¬ 
fore velocity reaches dan¬ 
gerous territory. It’s mas¬ 
sive fun, backed up by fan¬ 
tastic muscle-car sound ef¬ 
fects and plenty of neclc-

straining torque. 

With the pistol-grip 
shifter and a just-right 
amount of mechanical 
feedback through the driv¬ 
eline, the Challenger RT 
puts on a heck of a show

manly and masculine char¬ 
acter. It’s also very true to 
its visual roots, which is a 
big deal for those shop¬ 


ping out a resurrected 
piece of their motoring 
youth. 

All in all, Challenger 
looks and feels a bit old- 
school, and it’s been selling 
like hotcakes because of it. 

There are a few com¬ 
plaints, though. First, rear¬ 
ward visibility is limited, 
and mirrors are small — 
which can make lane- 
changes or parking trou¬ 
blesome for some drivers.

Eighty years ago this week 
a stonemason from Black¬ 
burn, England, made his 
first visit to the Lake 
District. Mesmerized by 
the beauty, Alfred 
Wainwright dedicated the 
rest of his life to creating 
guidebooks of sublime 
artistry. 

Wainwright is a pecu¬ 
liarly English national 
treasure. Gruff, northern, 


dogmatic, and entirely un¬ 
attracted by the fripperies 
of celebrity. 

He nonetheless created a 
series of hand-written and 
hand-illustrated guide 
books almost as beautiful 
as the Lake District itself 
— and became an unlikely 
star. 

On June 7, members of 
the Wainwright Society 
marked the anniversaiy of 
the great man’s first visit 
to “The Lakes.” 

We asked founding 
member John Bullard just 


what was so special about 
the region, the man and 
for a few of his favourite 
region walks. 

“The English Lake Dis¬ 
trict is a fell-walker’s 
theme park, there is just 
so much variety packed in¬ 
to such a small space,” 
Bullard said. 

“It’s only really 20 miles 
from north to south and a 
little more East to West 
but we’ve got such a wide 
ranging group of fells from 
the gentle ones at about 
300 metres to Scafell Pike 


at 978 metres, the highest 
mountain in England.” 

Wainwright was born in 
the grimy industrial mill 
town of Blackburn and 
John says his genius was to 
capture both the beauty of 
the Lake District together 
with precise information 
for the first time. 

“In the ’50s and ’60s 
they were the most pro¬ 
gressive and comprehen¬ 
sive guides available and 
for me, even in the age of 
GPS, they have never been 
surpassed,” Bullard said.

Anyone not caught up on 
the dark escapades of the 
fictional serial killer Dexter 
Morgan may want to stop 
reading here, lest they spoil 
one of the most devastating 
twists to come out of the 
provocative Showtime se¬ 
ries, which aired on The 
Movie Network and Movie 
Central in Canada. 

“It sucks, quite frankly, 
when anybody dies off the 
series,” concedes Manos Jr., 
who wrote and cast the pi¬ 
lot but was not involved in 
Season 4. 

“For the actual show it¬ 
self, the big picture of the 
show, it was the right time, 
it was the right play. I think 
the writers who took over 
the show after I left did a 
really smart job. I thought 
they handled it really ele¬ 
gantly and I thought it 
seemed very natural and 
normal and the right thing 
to do.” 

Of course, “natural and 
normal” are relative con¬ 
cepts in the world of Dex¬ 
ter. 

Last season kicked off

baby son Harry. In an in¬ 
stant, all the normalcy that 
Dexter believed was finally 
his comes crashing down in 
the most pointed way possi¬ 
ble. 

Dramatically speaking, 


killing off Rita was an in¬ 
evitability, says Manos Jr., 
noting that from the very 
beginning, he envisioned 
her as the key factor that 
could make Dexter human. 

“Her bringing that hu¬ 
manity into his life was 
great, it was the purpose of 
it, to see whether or not 
he’s going to become hu¬ 
man and stop,” says Manos 
Jr., who adapted the pilot 
from the series of Dexter 
novels by Jeff Lindsay. He 
also won an Emmy for his 
work as a co-producer and 
writer on The Sopranos. 

“Is Dexter going to be¬ 
come so human that he 
stops killing? (But) we don’t 
want him to stop killing be¬ 
cause we want those bad 
guys to go.” 

Manos Jr. outlined the in¬ 
tricacies of building a TV 
show around serial killer at 
the Banff World Television 
Festival on Monday, and his 
afternoon session grew so 
popular that observers 
overflowed out of the hotel 
conference room in which 
it was held.

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The good father 

Hollywood movies simplify the role of fatherhood

In Hollywood, dads get no 
respect. 

Just look at the foolish¬ 
ness of fatherhood in 
such big-screen duds as 
Furry Vengeance, Old 
Dogs or Daddy Day Camp. 
Well-meaning as they are, 
these blundering papas 
are anything but capable. 

But is cinema accurate¬ 
ly servicing the image of 
our everyday dads? Not 
so, according to Dale 
Curd. As one of Canada’s 
leading authorities on 
men’s issues and host of 
GuyTallc (a weekly radio 
show on Toronto’s New- 
stallc 1010), Curd hints 
that Hollywood has been 
shortsighted on the por¬ 
trayal of papas. 

“I don’t think Holly¬ 
wood is giving us movies 
that show how commit¬ 
ted fathers actually are to 
the role of fathering,” 
stated Curd while point¬ 
ing out the success of San¬ 
dra Bullock in the mater¬ 
nal drama The Blindside 
only displays a gender dis¬ 
parity. 

“What made the story 
compelling was that this 
was a woman who is nur¬ 
turing a young man who 
isn’t her own so it goes 
against the mother arche¬ 
type,” said Curd. “We’re

not in that conversation 
yet when it comes to fa¬ 
thers ... I think Holly¬ 
wood believes that it isn’t 
as compelling a story.”

tainly more common than 
not, triumphant father¬ 
hood is the exception in 
movies. However, Holly¬ 
wood doesn’t shy away 
from more dichotomized 
dad stories exemplified by

INGREDIENTS: 

1/2 cup cornmeal 
1/2 cup cold water 
1/4 tsp salt 

1/8 tsp cayenne pepper 
1 1/3 cups water 
500 g lean ground beef 
1 yellow onion, chopped 

1 green pepper, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 can red kidney beans, 
drained 

1 can enchilada sauce 

1 can diced green chili 
peppers, undrained 
1/4 cup chopped pitted 
black olives 

2 tsp chili powder 

1/2 cup shredded Cheddar 
cheese 

METHOD: 

1. In bowl, combine corn- 
meal, cold water, salt and 
cayenne pepper. In medi¬ 
um-size pot, bring 11/3 
cups water to boil. Slowly 
add cornmeal mixture to 
boiling water, stirring con¬ 
stantly. Return to boil, stir¬ 
ring constantly. Lower 
heat and cook until very 


thick, stirring occasional¬ 
ly- 

2. Meanwhile, preheat 
oven to 350°F (180°C). In 
skillet, cook ground beef, 
onion, green pepper and 
garlic until meat is 
browned. Drain off fat. 

Stir in kidney beans, 
enchilada sauce, chili pep¬ 
pers, olives, and chili pow¬ 
der. Bring to boil. 

3. Spread hot cornmeal 
mixture into greased 20 
cm x 20 cm x 5 cm baking 
dish. Spread meat mixture 
over cornmeal layer. Bake, 
covered, 20 minutes. 
Sprinkle with cheese. 
Bake, uncovered, until 
cheese is melted.
